at least one still picture unit for one of a finite and an infinite period of time, 
the at least one sub-playitem indicating an in- point and an out-point of the 
second stream file to reproduce the audio data. 
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wherein the at least one playitem further includes second duration 
information indicating a length of time to display the at least one still 
picture when the first duration information indicates to display the at least 
one still picture for a finite period of time, 

wherein the at least one still picture and associated graphic data in 
the at least one still picture unit are reproduced synchronously based on 
the at least one playitem, and 

wherein the audio data is reproduced independently from the at 
least one still picture unit based on the at least one sub-playitem 
(independent claims 13, 24-27, and 56; claim 18 depends from claim 13).
